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In Which He Bhows the Tendency to
Excuse Brilliant Faults.

In this discourse Dr. Talmage shows
_ that there is a tendency to exouse bril-
liant faults beoaure they are brilliant,
when the same law of right and wrong
ought to be applied to high places and
low; text, Daniel iv, 33, *The same
hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebu-
ohadnezzar, and he was driven from

men and did eat grass as cxen.”

Here ia the mighticst of the Babylon-
ish kiogs. Look at him. He did more
for the grandeur of the oapitsl than did
all his predecessors or suocessors. Hang-

ing gardens, reservoirs, aqueduots, pal-
aces, all of his own planniog. The
brioks that are brought up today from

the ruine of Babylon have his namas on
them, ‘*Nebuchadnczzar, son of Nabo
polassor, kirg of Babylon.”” Ho was a
great conqueror. He stretohed forth his
spear toward a nation, and it surrender-
ed. But he plundered the temple of
the true God. Ho lifted an idol, Bel
Mercdaoch, and compelled the people
to bow down before it, and if they re
fused they must go through the redhot
furnace or ba oranohed by lion or lion
ess.  So God pulled him down.

He was smitten with what physicians
oall lycanthropy and fancied that he was
a wild beast, and Le went out and pas-
tured amid the oattle. God did not ex-
cuse him becruse he had committed the
sin ic high places or beeau e the trans-
greesion was wide resoundiog. Hemons
urcd Nebuchadnezzar in high places just
a8 he would measure the humblest cap-
tive.

But in our time, you know as we!l as
I, that there is a dispcsition to put »
halo around iniguicy if it is committed
in conspicuous place and if it is wide re
svunding and of large proportions. Kver
and cnon there har been an epidemioof
crime in high places, and there is not a
state or oity and hardly a willage which
has not been called to look upon as-
tounding forgery or an absconding bank
oashier or president or tho wasting
of trust fund or swindling mortgages.
I propose in oarrying out the suggos.
tion of my text, as far as I can, tosoat-
ter the fasoinations around iniquity
and show you that sin is sin and wrong
is wrong whother in high place cor low
place and that it will be dealt with by
that God who dealt with impalaced
Nebuchadnezzar,

All who preach feel that two kinds of
Bermons are neccessary, the one on the
faith of the gospel, the other en the
morality of the gospel. and the one is
just as important as the other, for you
know that in this land today there arc
hundreds of men hiding behind the com-
muaion tables and in churches of Jesus
Christ who have no business to be there
as professors of religion. They expect
to be all right with God, although they
are all wrong with man. And, whilo 1
want you to understand that by the
dueds of the law no flesh living can be
justified and a were honest life cannot
onter us into heaven. I want you as
plainly to understand that unlees the
life is right the heartis not right Grace
in the heart and grace in the life:so wo
must preach gometimes the faith of the
gospel and sometimes the moraiity of
the gospel.

You know
for years men have been made neroes of
and pictorialized and in various ways
presented to the public as though some
times they were worthy of adwiration if
they havé soattercd the funds of banks
or ewallowed great estates that did not
belong to them, Oar young men have
been dazed with this quick accumula-
tion. They have said: ‘‘That's the
way to do it. What's the use of our
plodding on with small wages or ineig.
nificant salary when we may go into
business life and with some stratagem
achieve such a fortune as that man has
achieved?” A difforent measure has
been applied to the orime of Wall street
from that which has been applied to
the spoils which the wan carries up Rat
alley.

8o a peddler came down from New
KEogland many years ago, took hold of
the money market of New York, flaunt-
ed his abominations in the sight of all
the people, defied publio morals overy
day of his life. Youngmen looked up
and said: ‘‘He was a peddler in one
decade, and in the next deonde he is
one of the monarchs of the stock wmar
ket.

did worse.

We want abaut 10 000 pulpits in
Amerion to thunder, **All adulterers
and whoremongers shall hava their
place in the hell that burncth with fire
and brimstone, which is the secooud
death.” It is hell on earth auad hell
forever. We hive got to understand
that iniquity on Columbia heights or
Fifth avenue or Beason hill is as dama-
able in the sight of God asiiis in the
elums. Whetner it has canopied conch
of eider down or dwells amid the put-
ridity of alow tenement house. God is
after it in his vengeance. Yct the
pulpit of the Christian church has been
50 cowed down on this subj:ot that it
hardly dares speak, and men are al-
most spologetic when thoy read the
Ten Jommsndments.

Then look at tl.a faseinations thrown
around assassinations, Thercareia all
communitics men who hava taken the
lives of others unlawfully, not as exa-
cutioners of the law, and they go scot
free. You eay they had their provoes
tiong. God gava life, and he alone has
& right to take it, and he may tsks it
by visitation of providence or by sao ex-
ceutioner of the Iaw, who is his mes-
sooger.  But when a man assumes that
divine prerogative he touches the low
est depth of crime

Sooirty 18 alert for cortsin kinds of
murder. If a oitizen going aloug the
road at night is waylaid and slain by a
robber, we all want the villain arrested
and exeouted. For all garroting, for all
beativg out of life by a club or an ax or
a sluog-shot, the law has quick Bpring
and heavy stroke. but you know that
when men getstiluent and high positicn
and they ayenge their wrongs by taking
the lives of others, great sympathy 1s
excited, lawers plead, ladies woep,
judge halts, jury is bribed and the man
goos free.  1f the verdiot happen to be
againet him, a new trial is called on
through soms tesheicality, and they
sdjourn for witncsses that never ooms.
and adjourn and adjourn until the com-
muoity has forgotten all about it, aund
then the prison door opens and the mur
darer goes free

Now, if capiial puniehmont be right,
L 8ay let tne hife of the polished mur-
derer go with the life of the valgar as
sagsin, Lat us have no partiality of
galiows, no ariatocracy of ecleotrooution
chair. Do oot lot us float back to par-
barism, when every man was his own
judge, jury and exocutioner, and that
man had the eupremsoy who had the
strongest arm and the quickest step and
the steslthiest revenge.

THE WEATHER AND CROPS,

Tne Weekly Bulletin of General Crop
Condition,

The following is the weekly bulletin
of tho condition of tho wosther and
orops issucd last week by Direotor
Baucr of the South Carolira seotion of
tho climate and crop service of the
United Siates weather bureau:

The average temperature for the week
ending 8 a. m., Mondsy, July 224,
was 50 degrees, or practioally noraal,
with a meximum of 97 at Bstesturg,
aod & minimum of 66 at Grecenv. llo.
The average sunshina was below nor
mal, and more sunshine would have
been bencfivial in the north border
counties. High winds broke down much
cora in a few counties, on the 14th.

The rainfall ranged from less than
half an inch to over five inches, the
former in the central portiozs of the
Siate, and central Savannah valley.
The largoer amount fell in Marlboro and
Newberry counties, while over the
eastern, northeasiern, northern, and
extreme western counties the rainfall
was generally exoessive, the damaging
to crops by flioding bottoms and Jow-
lands, and by preventing much eultiva
tion. A few points had insuffisient
rainfall, and thers orops sre suffering
and did not improve, but over the larger
poridon of ihs S:ate the waather was
iavorable on growing crops, osusiog a

general and 1o places a marked 1m-
provewent in their condition.
Uotton 1mproved throughout the

S:ate, and, while still very small is
growiog fast and in most places is
truitiog satisfacrorily. Ina few see
tions itis heavily fruited, while some
youug cotton has not begun to bleom.
I'he outlook for this erop is decidely
better than heretofore, aithough some
fields remain grassy, and ail of it necds
more cultivation, bat over the esstern,
uortheastern, and portions of the
noribern counties the ground was too
wel for oultivation. Sea islsnds oon
tinuces to blight in spots.

Kirly corn is a failure in many
places, and, although somewhsat im
proved, is very poor genmerally. It 13
maturing rapidly in the castern por
tions of the Siate.  Youog corn, espe-
cialiy that planted oo stubble lsnds,
looks quite promising. Ua river bot
toms, whera usually the finest sorn is
raised, the crop will amount to prac-
tically nothing.

Since wo are soicntifizally ture that
tLe poisonons, death-vealing secrotions
whion infeot the animal bit:en are
strongly moid in their nature we have
suggisted immediately the free use
locally snd internally of strong alikalis
Soda, salt, borax, ammonis, sweet and
olive oils have been used with marked
sucocess in oases of suake bite, Nor
should.we forgot the co>mmon people's
abeolute faith in alcoholis liguors and
tobacoo as remedies for enake pite.

Dr. James Kvans informs the writer,
who reccrds it s a curious fact which
will doubtlesily interest many, that the
poison of our ratulesnakes hss been
found to be the effisient and most roli-
able antidote to thopeiton of the esbra.

A MURDEROUS MADMAN.

He Killt One Man and Wounds
Five Others
Michsel Kolley, an insane man,

Wednesday at the office of the Robert
Garrctt Lumber company, in the busi-

vesd distriot, of Leavenworth, Kaneas,
shot six people, killing 0ae, probably
fatally woundiog another, and more or
less teriously wounding four others.
Heo was himself fiaaily killed by officers
who tried to over poser him. The vie-
tims:

John R. Garrett, aged 40, junior
member of the firm of Robert Garrett
Luwmber company, died as hospital.

D: McGaoce, aged 30, shot in bask
and probabiy fatally woanded.

Polics Sergeant Wm. Dodge, shot in
neck, wound serious.

Michzel MceDonald, detective, shot
in leg; elight.

Jos. Falthager, policeman, ehot in
hand; wound slight.

Ike Healcy, s laborer, shot in the
hand.

Kelley had lived in Leavenworth for
yeors and  at diffcrent tiwes had er-
grged in minor business enterpriser.
He was arrested and adjodged insane,
Garrett and four others testif ying
sgainst him. After a year in the To-
puks asylum Kelly was released. He
had been acting queerly sgsin and had
deelared that he would kill the five
men who sent Lim to the asylum, For
two weeks past he has been practicing
shooting with a revolver daily at the
Fort Leavenworth range. Wednesday
night he drank heavily.

Soon alter 12 o'olock Wednesday he
appeared at Garrettsoffice and withont
warning shot Garrett as he sat at his
dusk. Garrett fell to the flyor and
Kel.ydoliceraely fired four more ehiota
iuto the prostrate form, L, AVIGR ills
vietim for dead, Keily ran o the rear
of the company's lumber yard and be-
gan rcloadicg his revoiver. Pre:eauly
he returncd to the offizo to fiad Dr.
Mec(ice, who had besn attracted by the
shooliog, bending over Garrott., L .vel-
iog s revelver, Kelly took sim at the
physician acd fired. The bullet struck
M_Gse in the spine and he toppled
over ncar whore Qarrets lay.

Trea fo'lowed an exoiting straet Bght
between the mad wan and cffizers who
camo upou the zoene. Kalley, flourish
ing his rsvoiver, dashed throngh the
lamber yara. He met Ike Healey, a
laborer, and shot him in the hand. A
few yards farther on he enoccuntered
“ug ant Dodge. The two cxohange:,

10t a8 they ran. Oane bullet from
ilelley's revolver struck Dodge in the
ueck, but not bsfore that cflicar had
ghot him in the shoulder. Kelley kept
runoing and was soon confronted by
Dsteotive MoDonald and Oficsr Fal.
thager. MoDonald dropped Kelley with
a bullet in the neck. Dodge raised his
revolver but it failed to work and
catohing up with the murderer, he
orushed his skull with the weapon.

Kelly was oarried to the station in
an uancontoious ccndition. He diad
soon after his arrival there.

Garrett did not regsin consciouspess
and died ao hour afier boing taken to
the hospital. De. MoGae is still suffer-
ing soriously and it is bolieved ho can-
not recover Dodge's wonnd is not con-
sidered fatal, while the wounds of the
others are slight,

An Important Ruling

Rural mail carries must at-
tend strictly to business. They
will not be allowed to have any
side line as has sometimes been
the case. They must carry mail
and nothing else. The post-
master general has made- the
order in regard to the traffic car-

ried on by carries in the rural
free delivery service more dras-
tic than was at first supposed.
Every form of outside work,
with one single exception, is
prohibited. Carriers will be per-
mitted to take subscriptions for
newspapers and periodicals, and

1if any commission is allowed for

this they may enjoy it. A strenu-
ous effort has been made by
publishing houses that enjoy
the pound rates of postage to
have their circulars and adver-
tising mather also classed asan
exception, but the department
has ruled against this on the
ground that to permit the car-
ries to distribute such circulars
in the hope of getting some com-
pensation for themselves is
working directly against the re-
venues of the postoffice depart-
ment. The department officials
think that if the publishing
houses want to distribute adver-
tising matter they better do =o
through the mails in the regular
and legitmate way. The reports
coming to the department from
inspectors detailed to look up
special cases of excessive activ-
ity in outside work by carriers
in the rural free delivery show
also another flagrant violation
of the policy of the department.
It was found that many carriers
had made an arrangement with
express companies and had small
signs  mnailed on  their mail
wagons, such as “‘Adams Ex-
press  Company,”  “United
ete.
The arrangement in such cases
was to make the carriers feeders
the express companies and they
were allowed usually a commis-
sion of 15 per cent. for all busi-

ness originating  along their
routes through their agency.
This, again, works directly

against the interests of the de-
partment, patrons often sending
articles by express which might
otherwise go by mail. Soevery
ciass of business has been ruled
out, with the single exception of
subscription for periodicals,
This is justified on the ground
that the postal service is intend
ed to disseminate knowledge,
